But for us 
Soviet peoples it is unseemly to 
become conceited or complacent.

“In the future, too, we must 
strengthen the economic might of

Khukov stood beside Marshal 


Joseph Stalin in a review stand 
atop Lenin’s red marble tomb as 
he spoke, He said the victory over 
Germany grew out of the socialist 
regime's strength and because the 
nation was “led to victory by our 
great leader and military genius, 
Marshal of the Soviet Union 
Stalin.” 

Zhukov had ridden into the 
square on a white horse, the tra- 
ditional Russian mount for a con- 
queror, in sight of thousands of 
Russians and scores of foreign 
diplomats.

attack. ; 

Just 26 years before, on June 28th, 
1919, representatives of thirty-three coun- 
tries met at Versailles and signed another 
world security pact, known as the Coven- | 
ant of the League of Nations. Had that 
Covenant been honestly observed, or ef- 
fectively enforced, there would have been | 
no World War II, no San Francisco con- 
ference, and no need of a new Charter of 
immunity from war and the fear of war. 

The Covenant of the League was a sec- 
tion of the treaty which ended the war of 
1914-1918. Therefore Germany was one of 
the signatories. No German delegate will 
affix the name of the Reich to the Charter 
to be signed tomorrow. Japan also signed 
the Covenant, as one of the Allied powers, 
but will not sign the Charter. These two 
countries, along with states which are 
ruled by Axis-sponsored governments, are 
expressly barred from the new security 
organization until such time as they dem-

Veto Is Finalized at Frisco 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 


SAN FRANCISCO. —In perspec- 
tive, the principle that has pretail- 


| ed in the United Nations conference 


in regard to the veto has been ac- 


| cepted by many delegates not as a 
permanent doctrine but as a start- 


ing point to launch the world's most 
ambitious project in international 
organization. The fight against the 
veto was hard, was fought well, but 
it was lost 

The veto means that each of the 
Big Five: United States, Russia 
Britain, France and China, must 
concur when the Security Council 
takes action that involves or may 
involve enforcement measures. Tbis 
right, one may imagine, will be the 
main selling point for the charter 
to the governments of the big pow- 
ers. It is the price they have placed 
upon it. It was agreed upon at 
Yalta, as the foundation on which 
United States, Russia and Britain 
would continue in peace their co- 
operation in war, which they were 
pledged in the Moscow declaration 
of Oct. 30, 1943, to maintain after 
the war. China also signed the Mos- 
cow declaration 

The veto therefore is the corner 
stone of big-power unity, and this 
vaiue 


is its chief strength and 
Commander Stassen said: “When 
the stage of enforcement is reach- 


ed, it is not prevention of war: It 
is war.” In recourse to military 
operations toward peace and secur- 
ity. the world organization must 
rely on the big nations, though not 
exclusively, The decision of war 
will be made on the Council by 
seven votes which include the Big 
Five 

Two chief points stressed here 


have been that this means the big 


powers cannot institute enforce- 
ment measures themselves, buf they 
will need the concurrence of two 
other powers in whose votes the 
veto will also reside; and that the 
big powers must be trusted to avoid 


| obstructing the Council by use of 


the veto. In view of their primary 
responsibility, the permanent mem- 
bers asseried, “They could not be 
expected, in the preseht condition 
of the world, to assume the obliga- 
tion to act in so serious a matier as 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security in consequence 
of a decision in which they had not 
concurred.” 

The point that the Canadian dele- 
gation made carried much weight 
It was that, having made up their 
minds that this is the best organiza- 
tion to get here and now they decid- 
ed it was better than no organiza- 
tion at all. No useful purpose is 


served “in trying to pry apart the 

vitally important and laboriously 

contrived basis of association which 

the great powers have worked out.” 
* * * 


A difference of opinion was dis- 
closed among the big powers over 
the precise point at which the veto 
will apply. The stages of action are 
discussion, investigation, recom- 
nwndation and enforcement, rang- 
ing from pressure to military opera- 
tions. The big powers answered 
this question by declaring the veto 
applies “when the Council decides 
to make an investigation. That is 
the point.” They said, “when a 
chain of events, may lead to en- 
forcement measures.” This was 
a clear, but narrow interpretation. 
“It was impossible to talk of free- 
dom of discussion if, when investi- 
gation produced the relevant facts 
further discussion could be vetoed.” 
Yet this is the cas<. 

In respect to great nations, the 
Security Council will be powerless 
for if enforcement measures are 
decided against a great power its 
veto can prevent Council action. It 
will never be able to invoke force 
against a great power. 

The answer, said Mr. Stettinius, is 
simple: “Another world war has 
come, vote or no vote.” 

Yet if one ventures beyond the 
range of the veto cebate in San 
Francisco, it is obvious that a world 
in which an effective international 
organization has been functioning, 
will contain far greater deterrent 
to even a powerful aggressor than 
a world in which there is no unan- 
imity until it is created by war 
Even the big powers cannot escape 
the consequences of growth of a 
world climate of security 

* * * 


The veto is modified, in the view 
of smaller nations, by the fact that 
once the veto rules out action by 
the Council, the Assembly will have 
full freedom to take up the issue 
and see what it can do. But as Stas- 
sen put it, the Council is both the 


policeman, who must stop any 
trouble, and the jury, which may 
invite the parties in, discuss the 


dispute, and settle it. If the Council 
is not satisfied with “the prelimin- 
ary discussion,” he said, “it becomes 
important that the jury in its main 
strength should be united so that 
lthey do not begin to divide the 
world.” 

The point that the veto will make 
unnecessary the formation of blocs 
of nations in the Council, appealed 
to the Americans. Its validity was 


demonstrated, in fact, in the roll 
|call vote when the veto was ap- 
| proved 30 to 2 with 15 absentions, 
and three absentees, Russia carried 
its group intact; but only Canada 
and South Africa voted with Bri- 
tain, with Australia and New Zea- 
land abstaining, and the Latin Am- 
erican group was badly split 

To judge American leadership, 
one has the statement of Senator 
Tom Connally, dramatically tearing 
up his notes, that “if you vote 
against the veto, you tear up the 
charter.” But one also has the Stas- 
sen statement, that: “As in all great 
documents in history, there will be 
questions of interpretations and 
needs for amendment that will go 
forward for years, perhaps even 
centuries in the future.” 

* * * 


The substance of history here in 
San Francisco is this: The delegates 
have fashioned a charter from the 
row materials of the Dumbarton 
Oaks draft, and a multitude of sug- 
gestions from every quarter It is 
the most important document of 
our times 

Where it is rigid, and it is most 
rigid in the veto clause, it will be 
under pressure in future to change 
in aecord with the aspirations of 
world populations. Within its broad 
form, the bare bones will serve to 
fasten the living tissue and muscle 
of a great new instrument of order 
and justice, peace and security in 
the world. It may grow to be more 
flexible: it may develop vastly more 
strength in the equality of the 
Assembly, than in the big power 
privilege of the Council 

This is the hope in which those 
who lost the fight against the veto 
place their trust, and that is why 
the final stages of the conference 
suew them striving to liberalize the 
method of amending the charter 
The Canadians voiced the hopes of 
many when they said: 

“We may hope that decisions of 
the Council may build up a juris- 
prudence in the charter itse if, and 
thereby establish more satisfac- 
tory Council procedure,” 
These views won a limited suc- 

cess in the clause that makes man- 
datory the inclusion of a constituent 
convention to amend the charter at 
the end of ten years. The battle wil! 
inevitably reopen then, but mean- 
while the veto will apply, and it will 
give great force to the whole range 
of Security Council actions, from 
the stage of conciliation to the stage 
of joint action to subdue aggression 
In any step that is taken, the weight 
of the great nations will be felt

As any schoolboy knows, a group 
}of the mutineers of His Majesty's 
Sloop-of-War Bounty, Lieut William 
Bligh, Master, landed at Pitcairn in 


1790, after leaving others of the 
mutineers at Tahiti. They were 
commanded by Master's Mate Flet- 
cher Christian, Executive Officer of 
the Bounty, and accompanied by 
some Tahitian women 
Nothing was known of all this 
until the American whaler Topaz, 
Captain Matthew Folger, touched at 
the island in 1812. At that time only 
one of the original mutineers sur- 
vived, Alexander Smith, a foremast 
hand on the Bounty, who had taken 
the name of John Adams. Most of 
the other mutineers had died vio- 
lent deaths in the course of the 
tragic 20 years that had elapsed 
since the landing on Pitcairn 
In 1885 Queen Victoria presented 
to the Pitcairn folk the island of 
Norfolk, in the south-western Pa- 
cific. It was larger, more fertile and 
in every way more suitable. The 
progeny of the mutineers was trans- 
ferred there, but some of them were 
discontentéd, Most of the Christians 
and the Youngs returned to the 
other island; the McCoys, the Ad- 
ams’ and the Quintals remained at 
Norfolk, where their descendants 
are numerous today.

They brought rich store of 
the island fruit, which is famous for 


its abundance and variety. It in 
cludes bananas, pineapples, panaw 
mangoes, melons, oranges and to- 


matoes. The Pitcairners also had 
baskets cleverly woven of colored 
grasses, and carved articles of the 
wood of a peculiar tree that grows 
only on Henderson's Island 
miles to the northeast, to which Pit- 
cairn men make an annual voyage 
in their small boats 

All these things the island people 
wished either to sell or to trade for 
clothing, flour, sweets, stationery, 
shoes and soap. They were quite as 
ready to trade as to sell, Their 
greatest need was, and always is 
clothing, especially ‘women's cloth-

Not all the Pitcairn 
folk, however, are members of the 
church, and so this sect’s prohibition 
ol the use of any meat but fowl 
fish except those with scales, tea 
coffee, tobacco and alcohol, does 
not necessarily extend to all the 
inhabitants of the island. However 
there is no meat available, nor is 


aicohol, tea or coffee used by any- 
one, and very little tobacco 

The island is fertile and produces 
a large variety of vegetables. lt also 


grows enough cane for sugar, and 
alt is made from sea-water. Poultry 
is abundant, and so is fish There

The physical aspect of the Pit- 
cairners gives no reason for con- 
cern. Consanguinity, the bane of 
every isolated community like this, 
does hot so far seem to have weak- 
ened the island stock materially, As 
to mental deterioration, that ap. 
pears to have been considerably 
exaggerated, though there are cers 
tainly evidences of it. In the 80 men 
who came aboard there were pere 
haps three of childlike mentality, 
half a dozen more of somewhat 
less than normal adult intelligence. 

It is quite clear that the present 
need is for two things—outstand- 
ingly first, a permanent medical 
man of reasonable competence and 
medical equipment; and, second, an 
accession to the present population 
|of many more persons, mostly wo- 
men of marriageable age, of good 
| health and decent character. Both 
these needs are urgent.

It is distressing to learn that in 
the course of the past four years 
there have been at least four deaths 
that could easily have been pre- 
vented by any average doctor with 
proper equipment. Two of these 
were from appendicitis, and were 


attended by terrible suffering. One 
|patient was a brother of Parkins 
Christian, the present chief magis- 
trate. The other was a young wo- 
man. A third preventable death wes 
due to a gangrenous foot resulting 
from a boating injury; this, too, was 
| attended by fearful agony 

A state of things like this is not 
a credit to Britain, nor even to 
civilization, Here are 176 people, 
all of European blood, many pure 
Caucasians, since they are the pose 
terity of people who came to Pit- 
coirn after the era of the mutineers. 
Yet they have no medical facilities 
whatever, and such as are some- 
times to be provided by passing 
passenger liners have not been 
available since the war. Such a 
situation would seem to call for 
| immediate attention. 

Moreover, tuberculosis is gaining 
a foothold and there are 12 cases 
already, two in an advanced stage. 
All these could have beerprevent- 
ed or checked by proper ‘attention, 
|or by removal from the island. 
| As to the social position, the 
| Seventh Day Adventist missionary 
told me that there were only nine 
single women of marriageable age 
on Piteairn and 30 unmarried men 
between 18 and 35 Discussing 
frankly the moral standard of the 
island people, he agreed that this 
“makes it difficult”.

Pitcarn—or more properly “Pit- 
since it was discovered by

Lieutenant Pitcairn, of the British 
Navy, cruising the Pacific in the 


middie of the eighteenth century— 
Island lies in the central Pacific just 
below the Tropic of Capricorn. It is 
obviously the remains of a mighty 
volcano split in half. The rocky 
sides drop sheer to the sea from a 
height rising to as much as 1,200 
feet. The only landing-place is in a 
small indentation called. “Bounty 
Bay”, where lie, fathoms down, the 
remains of the famous craft. Even 
landing here is very difficult, often 
impossible 

The volcanic soil is arable and, 
given reasonably frequent commun- 
ication with the world for the pro- 
vision of necessities not produced 
on the island, and given, especially, 
the aforesaid medical equipment, 
Pitcairn’s Island could readily supe 
port twice its present population,
